OFFICIAL TOWN OF EAST TROY BOARD MINUTES 
APRIL 11th, 2011 at 6:30 RM.

The MEETING was called to order by Chairman Klarkowski at 6:30RM. Present were 
Supervisor Montez, Supervisor Church, Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan and Attorney Mills. Also in 
attendance were approximately 30 residents . 

The Pledge of Allegiance was recited. 

Clerk Buchanan swore in Judge Heidelmeier, Supervisor Church, Supervisor Montez and 
Chairman Klarkowski. 

OPEN MEETING LAW: Clerk Buchanan stated that the agenda posting was in compliance. 

REVIEW & APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Supervisor Church stated she has a letter from the DNR 
to discuss. Supervisor Montez stated he has a proposed resolution to Governor Walker regarding 
the budget cuts. Chairman Klarkowski moved to amend the agenda to include the two items 
mentioned. Supervisor Church seconded the motion with the two changes. The motion carried by 
unanimous vote. 

The MINUTES: Supervisor Church moved to approve the March 14th, 2011 Town Board 
minutes as presented. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. The motion carried by 
unanimous vote . 

The TREASURERS Report: Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan presented the March Treasurers Report . 
Supervisor Montez moved to approve the March treasurer's report as presented. Supervisor 
Church seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

CHAIRMAN/SUPERVISOR REPORT: Supervisor Montez presented the proposed resolution to 
Governor Walker. Discussion followed on the time line for the budget, the sooner the better. 
There will be a Special Town Board Meeting to approve the resolution. Attorney Mills stated he 
has no objection to the proposed resolution. 

POLICE REPORT: Chief Surges presented the March Police Report. 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS: Greg Twelmeyer reported on the Town Hall bids: (1) TK 

Building & Home Improvement LLC, $17,110.00 (2) Wisconsin Energy Efficient Windows, 

Doors, & siding LLC, $21,870.00 (3) James Taylor & sons $23,977.00 (4) Dynamic contracting 

$28,850.00 (5) Randall Jay Hackbarth $36,500.00. 

Discussion followed on the bids. Randy Hackbarth commented on the project. Steve Lambrecht 

commented on the project. Attorney Mills questioned the proof of insurance. 

Chairman Klarkowski made a motion to table awarding the bid for the Town Hall remodel, as it 



is to be discussed further at the Special Town Board Meeting. Supervisor Church seconded the 
motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

Greg Twelmeyer stated that West Bay Road needs to be repaved or the snowplowing is not going 
to be done by the Town of East Troy due to the disrepair. 

Chairman Klarkowski moved to authorize Greg Twelmeyer send a letter to all residents on West 
Bay Road that the road is in disrepair and needs to be repaired for the Town of East Troy to 
continue plowing the road. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. The motion carried by 
unanimous vote. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT: None. 

PARK COMMITTEE REPORT: Supervisor Church presented an update on the Army Lake 
property. They would like the Town to proceed with a letter of intent to Salvation Army to turn 
the property over to the DNR for land management. This could happen in a matter of weeks and 
no longer than one month. The DNR would be a good partnership with the Salvation Army 
Camp. There will be no public launch, the Park is meant for a walking area. 
Supervisor Church moved to authorize Mills & Boehm to draft a letter to Salvation Army 
divisional commander to site the intent to offer the Army Lake Park to the DNR for land 
management. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. Supervisor Montez presented an 
explanation of the process that has been going on for a number of years (2006) involving the 
Army Lake Park. Glen Kreinbrink questioned the house trailer on the property. Supervisor 
Church explained that Ron Krueger owns the Sheltering Oaks Campgrounds and that trailer is 
part of the Ron Krueger property (100 camp sites on the property and four permanent homes). 
The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

Supervisor Church stated that she talked to Larry Mitten and they will create a new sign for the 
Jim Byrnes Park. 

Supervisor Church received a letter from the DNR in reference to Lake Coy Recreational Trail 
that Phil Davis was working on in 1995. 

BOOTH LAKE MEMORIAL PARK: None. 

LAKE BEULAH MANAGEMENT REPORT: None. 

AIRPORT COMMITTEE REPORT: None. 

RECYCLING REPORT: Chuck Esposito stated that he is moving to Illinois and Bill Tarman- 
Ramcheck is taking over as chairman of the recycling committee. Chairman Klarkowski 
presented Chuck Esposito a plaque for serving the Town for over 20 years. 
Bill Tarman-Ramcheck reported that the recycling grant could be cut in the 201 1 . The compost 
site is open April 16th and every other Saturday into November. 



LIBRARY REPORT: Phil Taugher stated the Library is making changes. There are more 
electronic items being used. Books are being cataloged and put in the basement to free up space. 

The PLANNING COMMISSION Report: None. 

PUBLIC COMMENTS: Scott Nielson, Eastshore Road, stated there are complaints on the 

increased traffic on Eastshore Road and the speed on Eastshore Road. On weekends people are 

walking with children and animals and have speeding traffic . The speeders are not concerned 

with the safety of the residents. Discussion on speed bumps being purchased and installed. 

Discussed reducing the speed to 15MPH. 

John Finey, Eastshore Road, is concerned for the safety of people on Eastshore Road and 

requests more patrol in the area. 

Tom Karthaussen, Eastshore Road, stated that there are a lot of speeders in the area. 

Bob Wagner, Eastshore Road, stated he lives south of the Yacht Club and there are a number of 

speeders in the area weekdays and weekends. 

Bill Tarman Ramcheck, Bakavi Way, DNR had a meeting on the golf course at Rainbow Springs. 

Senator Lazich stated there is discussion underway to change the law that stewardship money 

could be used for golf courses . 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS: Clerk Buchanan stated the posting for town meetings is the Town 
Hall, the Firehouse and an outside bulletin board at the Boat Launch. 

Chairman Klarkowski presented the Lake Beulah water skiing hours. 

Glen Kreinbrink, Beulah Park Road, questioned getting the survey from the Lake Beulah 

Protective Association. 

Dale Roble, Beulah Park Road, stated he sent out a survey to 122 residents and he received 88 

responses, 79 did not want a change in the time to 8AM, only 9 favored the 8A.M. change. Mr. 

Roble urged the Town Board to maintain the 10AM water skiing hours. 

Sue Murphy, Pastime Lane, does not want the hours changed to 8AM, she also objects to the 

noise. 

Phil Taugher, Humphrey Lane, stated that they need to share the lake and the 10am skiing hour is 

reasonable. 

Chairman Klarkowski advised that the Town Board received a lot of input on the water skiing 

times. He received input from 25 people that request the 10AM ski time and 3 people stated the 

8AM ski time is O.K. Lake Beulah Protective and Improvement Association completed a survey 

with 44 people in favor of the 8AM ski time and 108 people in favor of the 10AM ski time, 27 

people did not reply. Lake Beulah Management and the Beber Camp are in favor of the 8AM ski 

time. 

Supervisor Church stated that EMS had five accidents involving boats and jet-skis. Discussion 

followed on a no wake until 10AM. 



44Supervisor Montez stated he has not heard any argument for changing the ordinance. He is 
concerned for the ecology of the lake. The Town Board does not need to take further action. 

Chairman Klarkowski stated the Kreinbrink/Reitz pier issue is on the agenda. 

Glen Kreinbrink, Beulah Park Road, stated the conditional use was a one-year permit. The pier 

overlaps the land four and a half feet. Doug Tracy built the Rietz pier for the prior property 

owner. 

Eric Rietz, Beulah park Road, addressed the length of the piers in the area, the property lines and 

the surveyors of the property. 

Chairman Klarkowski will get together with the property owners, along with Chief Surges to go 

over the surveys and piers. 

NEW BUSINESS: Chairman Klarkowski asked Chief Surges to comment on the Eastshore Road 

speed issues, the 15MPH and the speed bumps. The speed bumps work, but they are noisy all 

night. 

Supervisor Montez moved to authorize Attorney Mills to investigate changing the speed limit to 

15MPH. Supervisor Montez amended the motion to include looking into the liability of speed 

bumps. Supervisor Church seconded the motion. Discussion followed. The motion carried by 

unanimous vote . 

ATTORNEY REPORT: Attorney Mills read Resolution 2011-3, Reallocating Budgeted Items. 

Supervisor Church moved to approve Resolution 2011-3 as presented. Supervisor Montez 

seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

Attorney Mills read Ordinance 2011-10, Depositing Snow Removal. 

Supervisor Montez moved to approve ordinance 2011-10 as presented. Supervisor Church 

seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote.
